On September 9, 1964, RIZZO was observed alone at ‘the first and 
eighth races. He was observed to visit the $50 window on the 
third floor of the clubhouse immediately prior to the eighth 
race, 


On September 10, 1964, Subject RIZZO, accompanied by a white 

male passenger, was observed to drive from Wisconsin in RIZZO's 

1964 Lincoln to Arlington Park. RIZZO's companion was tentativdy bps 
identified at thetrack by a Chicago, as ALBERT b7c 
ALBANA of Kenosha, Wisconsin, a known associate of Subject RIZZO 

and COVELLI. RIZZO was under constant observation from the first 
through the ninth races. Prior to each race he visited a betting 
window where the minimum allowable wager was $50. He and ALBANA 

met several times during the day, but did not sit together; however, 
they departed the track after the races together in RIZZO's 
automobile. 


On September 11, 1964, Chicago and Milwaukee Agents observed 

RIZZO and Subject COVELLI at the track from the first through 

the eighth races. They were seen to meet between races, but did not 
sit together. 


On Saturday, September 12, 1964, none of the captioned Subjects 
were observéd at the track between the first and the fifth races. 


On September 14, 1964, RIZZO, alone, was observed by Chicago and 
Milwaukee Agents from the first ‘through the ninth races. He 
visited a $50 betting window before each race, but the seventh. 


The last day of the Arlington racing season was Monday, September 
14, 1964.

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Investigation, surveillances, and spot checks by the Chicago 

and Milwaukee Offices have thus far failed to show any in- 
dication of an Interstate Transportation in Aid of Racketeering- 
Gambling violation, The Chicago Office has advised on different 
occasions that no information has been developed to establish 
any "on the track" booking by JOHN RIZZO or WILLIAM COVELLI. 


Spot checks have periodically been made on R1IZZO's residence 

in Racine Co., Wisconsin for pertinent activity in October and 
November, 1964, by the Special Squad of the Racine, Wisconsin
